This Mattapoisett Life

There was very little conversation about who he 
was, where he came from, or how and why he ended up 
living with my grandparents. He, along with every single 
person who had firsthand knowledge of his backstory, 
has passed away. Yet, for all of my young life, while he 
and they were still living, this person - the incomplete 
John Harris - was like a fleeting shadow. 

On those extremely rare occasions when Dad 
would recount some childhood memory, John Harris was 
not mentioned. What Fm about to share is a combination 
of historical crumbs not yet turned to dust as I lose my 
grip on memory, and the historical fiction Fve written of 
him over the years. I suppose the truth would be vastly 
more interesting, but in its absence the following will 
have to do. 

My paternal grandmother, Annette Wilson, 
nicknamed Nettie, and her people hailed from New 
Jersey. It was said her father was a doctor. It was said that 
she had been educated, could read, write, and do sums. 

I know for a fact she 
played the piano because I saw her do so once six decades 
ago. 

Nettie was married twice. Her first married name 
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was Harris. That marriage had presumably been childless.

the financial means to take care of a child, Nettie 'did her 
friend a favor' and had taken the child to raise and care 
for as if her own flesh and blood. If that story is true, then 
John was not a relative by birth but a sort of adopted son. 

My Father referred to 'Johnny' not so much as a 
half-brother, but as a person in the household who was 
simply there. He never called him brother as he did his 
beloved Pungo. Dad would say that Johnny was 'smart,' 
which equated to very high praise from him. Dad's third- 
grade education was always a source of shame for him. 
Though he could read and do sums, he could not write 
more than his name, and he seemed to believe Johnny of 
superior intelligence. 

In the very thin narrative of my father's 
childhood days, this Johnny never factored in. Dad 
spoke glowingly of his grandmother, a woman I believe 
to have been his mother's mother, another educated 
woman. It was she who taught him how to read. It was 
she who spent long lamp-lit hours in little more than a 
hovel heated by a wood burning stove; whose love and 
kindness he would reflect upon later in life. Not a word of 
an older brother named John. 

Yet it was this person who bore my 
grandmother's first married name - Harris. 

I know that my father had rather frequent contact 
with John when they were adults. John became a banker. 
At what level in the banking world is not known; but 
suffice it to say, it was a position that my father would 
leverage. 

Dad spent the lion's share of his life self- 
employed. His limited education and total inability to 
accept the confines of reporting to another person made 
it necessary that he call his own shots. His talents lent

themselves to fixing things, and as such, he became well 
known as the TV-man. But his ability to actually become 
a solvent businessman was frail at best. There were lean 
times. 

The ebb and flow of his shop meant that, on 
occasion, money had to be borrowed if it was to be had at 
all. Before things got too desperate. Dad would take out 
personal loans from banks or lending institutions using 
whatever collateral he had cobbled together, oftentimes 
the house we lived in. A public records search of the 
homes he owned show numerous loans granted and paid, 
many from the bank where John Harris was employed. 

One can assume that such dealings required Dad

and John to speak to one another. One can also assume 
there was nothing resembling familial sentiments, but 
rather a business transaction shadowed by some vague 
shared history. 

I never met John. At least I don't think so. 
Shortly before the death of my Uncle Pungo, with whom 
I established a warm long-distance relationship, we 
discussed many things; but he never, ever mentioned 
John. Maybe I didn't ask. 

Pungo told me that the best we can ever hope 
for in terms of immortality is two generations; three, if 
we are lucky. After that, there is the nothingness. If that's 
the case, I hope John has lots of family somewhere. Fm 
likely to be the only person in my family thinking about 
him at all in spite of having virtually nothing to share.

Rochester Tries to Ease Trash Anxiety

Rochester residents need not worry about the 
'trash police.' They aren't coming to your house just yet. 

As Rochester makes the switch to the new trash 
and recycling pick-up system on February 2, Rochester

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Town Administrator Michael McCue responded to 
residents' concerns with a public service announcement 
to be aired on cable access to answer questions that go 
beyond what was sent to households in the form of an 
informational letter. 

McCue stressed that inquiries should be directed 
to ABC Disposal and not to Town Hall. ABC Disposal 
will work with the Town, he said, to alleviate any further 
problems once the new system begins. 

"The Town will, on a case-by-case basis,'' said 
McCue, "consider the provision of an additional trash cart 
at no charge given the resident's particular circumstance." 
Again, McCue emphasized that inquiries should be 
made directly to ABC Disposal, who will inform the 
Town of the situation and allow the Town to decide if an 
individual resident should receive an additional cart free 
of charge or a larger 95-gallon cart in lieu of two 65-gallon 
carts. 

"Regardless of this," said McCue, "residents may 
purchase an additional 65-gallon trash cart at the cost of 
$65 each by contacting ABC directly." 

McCue said residents who live on roads that are 
not accessible to the ABC trucks should continue, as they 
do now, to place the trash and recyclables collectively at 
the end of the road. The Town website also has a link to 
a website where accessories can be purchased that are

helpful in moving the new larger bins. 

Residents concerned that they may occasionally 
have a larger item or extra trash that will not fit into the 
bin may, said McCue, place the extra trash alongside the 
trash cart "in extreme circumstances." McCue added, 
though, that the trash must be bagged. "All trash must be 
bagged," he emphasized. 

Residents concerned about extra recyclables may 
use their old bins alongside the new 95-gallon recycling 
carts, leaving the recyclables loose and un-bagged. 

"If capacity of a bin becomes an ongoing issue, 
an extra recycling bin (cart) will be provided for free by 
ABC," said McCue. "Please call them directly." McCue 
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continued, "Those that wish to downsize a recycling cart 
from 95 gallons to 65 gallons may do so by calling ABC/' 

"I hope this answers the majority of questions 
that still remain,'' said McCue. "However, if your 
concerns have not been addressed, please call ABC at 
508-999-2619 and we will work as best as we can to tackle 
them/' 

McCue said after the filming of the PSA that he 
hopes residents will allow the system to begin and be 
firmly put into place before deciding what is or is not 
going to work for them. 

As for fines for not following the regulations, 
McCue said that ABC is not authorized to issue fines 
directly, and the Town has not yet established a fee system 
at this time, nor is it in a rush to do so. 

"We're not going to send the rubbish police out to 
check on them," said McCue. 

Mattapoisett Addresses 
NFIP Issue with Survey

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
on January 30 introduced a new survey for Mattapoisett 
residents to take online to gather public input as the Town 
works with a citizen's group to suggest revisions of the 
National Flood Insurance Law to Congress. 

Mainly, said Gagne, the biggest concern residents 
have over the National Flood Insurance Program is the 
high cost of the premiums. 

The Biggert- Waters Flood Insurance Act of 2012 
passed by Congress extended the NFIP another five years 
until 2017 before higher premiums would come into 
effect, while calling for reform. 

In addition to the high rates of flood insurance, 
said Gagne, citizens are also concerned about the 
methodology used in determining subjectability to 
FEMA-determined flood plains - specifically, height, 
fetch, and velocity. 

"Input is sought on what residents' thoughts 
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are regarding [what] current federal subsidy of flood 
insurance should look like/' said Gagne in an email. How 
should the insurance address historical high frequency 
of damage claims, and how does the flood insurance 
address long-term enrollees in the plan with no real loss 
experience? Gagne wants to know what Mattapoisett 
residents think about these issues. 

Gagne also poses the question, should flood 
insurance operate in a similar fashion as current home 
insurance in a free market environment? Gagne said this 
online survey is residents' chance to note their concerns, 
make comments, and offer suggestions as the Town 
works with the Massachusetts Coastal Coalition to make 
revisions to the law.

"This is a wonderful opportunity for older adults 
to participate in, and reap the benefits of, this cutting- 
edge wellness program,'' the description reads. 

Details of the program's start date will be 
announced in the near future. 

Also during the meeting, selectmen briefly 
discussed changes the Planning Board and the Bylaw 
Review Subcommittee propose to make to the Zoning 
Bylaws table of contents, with mixed emotions. 



"Changing the table of contents doesn't fix the 
problem," said Selectman Naida Parker. 

McCue stated, "I don't disagree with that." 

The subcommittee sought quotes from a company 
to look over the Town's bylaws and make suggestions on 
how to make them more cohesive and user-friendly to 
residents and town officials alike. McCue stressed that the 
point of employing the company was to make suggestions 
to the formatting, and not suggest changes to the bylaws 
themselves. 

Town Meeting would have to approve any 
changes to the bylaws, including the table of contents. 

Parker commented on how important it is to 
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rectify the ''leap-frogging'' that the zoning and regular 
bylaws appear to do within the bylaw book, going from 
zoning bylaw to general bylaw and then back to zoning 
bylaw. 

In other matters, McCue announced that new 
Governor Charlie Baker has released the remaining 
Chapter 90 funds to the Town of Rochester, totaling 
$150,000. The funds were already allocated, but former 
Governor Deval Patrick froze the funds temporarily 
instead of releasing them to all towns and cities in the 
state. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 9 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Clock Still Ticking for EPA Response Period

with Town Administrator Paul Dawson on a reply to 
defend the Town's position that the data the EPA used 
to determine the wastewater facility's impact on the 
environment was flawed. Dawson also says that the new 
maximum nitrogen output levels are impossible, even 
with the latest technology available to mitigate nitrogen 
pollution. 

Dawson says the EPA used data from a study 
conducted by the Buzzards Bay Coalition, which he 
referred to in the past as scientifically unsound. That 
study alleges that the Marion wastewater lagoons are one 
of the largest single sources of nitrogen pollution into 
Sippican Harbor, leeching nitrogen into the groundwater 
and into the surrounding watershed. 

If the lagoons were ordered to shut down by 
the EPA, it could cost the Town somewhere around $15 
million for a new wastewater treatment plant. 

CDM Smith was initially on the agenda for the 
February 3 meeting of the Marion Board of Selectmen, 
but had to be removed and placed on the agenda of a 
February 5 special meeting of the selectmen due to the 
impact of the past two storms. Representatives from 
CDM, Dawson said, had been held up due to hazardous 
driving weather, snow travel bans, and resulting meeting 
cancelations with the Town. 

As per the request of Dawson, the EPA granted

the four-day extension to the comment period because of 
the weather, pushing it back to Friday, February 6. 

The weather also halted a meeting Dawson had 
with environmental law firm Hall & Associates based in 
Washington, D.C. Attorney John Hall was scheduled to 
meet with Dawson while visiting the Boston area, but the 
meeting was canceled because of the blizzard. 

Dawson emphasized that the law firm has not 
yet been hired to formally represent the Town; rather, the 
Town is seeking initial advice from the experienced law 
firm that is representing other towns in the Taunton area. 

In other matters, selectmen approved the timeline 
Dawson proposed for soliciting and hiring a new fire chief 
to replace Fire Chief Thomas Joyce, who announced last 
month that he will be retiring on July 1. 

Advertising for the position will begin March 
5, providing a deadline date for resume submissions of 
April 10. 

"With an eye towards making a selection of 
the new fire chief at the May 19 (selectmen's) meeting," 
added Dawson. 

But is that enough time. Selectman Jody 
Dickerson wondered. 

'T'm just afraid if there's somebody selected," 
said Dickerson, "are they going to have enough time or 
notice to leave (their current employer)?" 

Dawson said the schedule gives the new 
candidate a total of six weeks from the date of notification 
of selection to July 1, the first day on the job. 

Also during the meeting, the board voted to 
partner with the Marion Affordable Housing Trust in 
seeking Community Preservation funding to purchase 
additional affordable housing units from the Bay Watch 
project. 

Selectmen Chairman Jonathan Henry suggested 
the board make the presentation to the Marion 
Community Preservation Commission when the time 
comes to apply for the funding, which Dawson speculated 
would be "more warmly received" by the CPC.

Wellspring Farm Learning Center provides 
what James Vogel called "experiential therapy'' in a 
natural farm setting for persons with a variety of health 
challenges. Vogel said that the trees in question are 
having a negative impact on the manner in which the 
property may currently be used for various therapies, 
such as hiking through the woods, which can be 
especially difficult for persons with mobility issues. 

Vogel said that removing the trees is a safety 
concern and that only damaged and fallen trees would 
be removed. He required a Request for Determination of 
Applicability from the commission, as some of the trees in 
question are within the 100-foot buffer zone and 25-foot 
no touch zone. 

"I know they are very environmentally sensitive 
and will only take those trees that need to be taken,'' said 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon. The commission 
rendered a negative determination, allowing the work 
to proceed without the requirement of filing a Notice of 
Intent. 

Also of significance during the meeting was a 
letter that Farinon said the Town received from FEMA 
advising them of its final determination on revised Flood 
Insurance Rate Maps. 

The only additional flood area FEMA identified 
was a small parcel near the Freetown line situated next to

the New Bedford water treatment plant. 

Farinon said the Town needed to adopt the maps 
to avoid residents losing their flood insurance or the 
Town losing out on FEMA funding in the future.

yourself, and there should be trust and mutual respect/' 
Most importantly, ''A relationship should only enhance 
how you feel on your own, not complicate it. . .. The most

(in addition to prescription drugs) at huge profit levels 
that justify enormous land leases, put general stores out 
of business, and we allow them to leave the United States 
tax rolls.

War was going to be easy, but when after a decade of 
work, her submission to the Paris Salon is rejected, 
Mary is tempted to heed her father's pleading to return 
to Philadelphia to find a husband. Then one evening 
a friend introduces her to Edgar Degas, and her life 
changes forever. So begins the defining period of her 
life and the most tempestuous of relationships. We will 
discuss this novel of Belle Epoque Paris on Thursday, 
February 26 at 6:30 pm. Books are available at the desk or 
bring your own copy. 

For their February book, "Just the Facts,'' the 
nonfiction book discussion group, will be reading Dark 
Tide: The Great Boston Molasses Flood of 1919 by Stephen 
Puleo. There had been warnings. The local handyman 
who worked at the tank had heard its rumblings and 
saw the molasses that leaked through its seams and 
streamed down its sides. But this is not what the tank's 
owning company needed or wanted to hear. Then came 
January 15, 1919, when the fifty-foot-tall tank containing 
2.3 million gallons of molasses collapsed on Boston's 
waterfront, sending its contents out in a 15-foot high 
wave that traveled at 35 miles per hour. Who was at 
fault? Would anyone be found guilty of killing 21 people, 
not to mention the scores of animals and the over 100 
people injured.

On the Road Again

Exposed, Featuring Mat Fraser and Rose Wood. Directed 
by Beth B. Running time: 76 minutes. No MPAA rating, 
but probably for adults only. 

The enduringly popular old-school nudie 
performer Bettie Page was a devout Christian who 
reportedly had no problem disrobing for strange men. 
Her reasoning was that God had made her body to please 
men, and so there was nothing wrong with using her 
body for its God-given purpose. I thought of that while 
watching Exposed, the longtime underground filmmaker 
Beth B's tribute to the women, men and unclassifiables 
who have affably hijacked New York burlesque and bent 
it to their avant-garde political will. Bettie Page might 
have felt kinship with some of the performers profiled 
here, if only because they, like her, know no shame or 
guilt in nude self-expression. There's an innocence, a 
sense of riotous play, in even the most transgressive and 
in-your-face shows here. 

Before anything else, though, I feel the need 
to object to the audiences for the performances. In a 
weirdly moving sequence, an entertainer called Bambi the 
Mermaid comes out bedecked in lobster claws and shells, 
cracking open and eating bits of "herself while looking 
near tears. As someone who pities the lobsters in the tank 
at the supermarket, and whose philosophy on eating 
them can best be encapsulated by David Foster Wallace's 
famous essay "Consider the Lobster," I felt saddened and 
disturbed by the performance, but the downtown hipsters 
in the club chortled hiply at it. I felt like saying "You're 
annoying; shut up. She's doing something beyond comedy 
here. Respect." 

Indeed, most of the performers do move beyond 
comedy, and the audiences do sometimes rise to it as it 
deserves. There's a good amount of gender-bending, from 
the likes of transgressive drag queen Rose Wood (whose 
breast augmentation surgery is sort of the movie's climax) 
or the "boy-lesque" artist Tigger! or the genetically female 
World Famous "Bob," who spent some years thinking 
she was a gay man trapped in a woman's body (shades 




of Margaret Cho) before learning to accept what she was 
born with. Such self-acceptance is a key motif here, as 
many of the women are full-figured and one of the male 
performers. Mat Fraser of American Horror Story: Freak 
Show, was born with what he calls "flippers" instead of 
arms after his mother took Thalidomide while pregnant 
with him. 

Most of the people on view here hail from 
what Rose Wood terms "the Island of Misfit Toys," 
psychologically if not physically. Women like Bunny Love 
and Dirty Martini have taken a form of entertainment 
long considered sexist and degrading (or, at best, goofy 
and archaic) and refurbished it to speak wordlessly but 
eloquently in a feminist language. It's hard to argue that 
these non-mainstream artists aren't doing exactly what 
they want to do, how they want to do it. The moves, the 
tassels, the striptease, all the elements are there, but the 
performers use burlesque as a found object, or found 
medium, to get their points across in a sensual, attention- 
grabbing manner. 

I would also like to take this opportunity to 
nod gladly at Beth B, who was instrumental in the "No 
Wave" filmmaking movement of the late '70s and who 
has worked in documentaries, some for TV, over the last 
decade or so. Though I can't say she ever really left her 
artistic New York roots, the candy-colored, sex-positive 
Exposed feels like both a homecoming for her and a fine 
way to bring newcomers into her fold. (She turns sixty 
this year. I feel old.) To put it in crass marketing terms, 
fans of John Waters and of John Cameron Mitchell's 
Hedwig and Shortbus should give this quick, often 
touching documentary a spin, and then maybe look up 
her early work like Vortex. This is not someone who will 
be offered a Marvel movie, or would accept if offered, and 
is to be cherished as such.

Tabor Academy Hosts Ceramics Exhibition 

Two years ago. Tabor Academy art department 
faculty member Kevin Arnfield (Ceramics, Art History) 
received a Braitmayer Fellowship from Tabor to research, 
design and construct a 50-cubic foot wood-fired kiln. Mr. 
Arnfield' s project, much more complicated and involved 
than he anticipated, took nearly two years to complete 
and ended up involving a range of people from the Tabor 
community and beyond. Tabor art faculty, students, 
trustees, alumni, and people from the local community 
came together, either in the work of constructing and 
preparing the kiln or in the work of filling the kiln with 
ceramics to be fired. The inaugural firing of the kiln in 
October 2014 was a great success and produced very 
promising results. 

During the first two weeks of February, the 
gallery in the Braitmayer Art Center will feature an 
exhibition entitled Wood Fire: Kiln, Art & Community 
- Ceramics from a Pre-Industrial Technology curated 
by Mr. Arnfield. The exhibition will address the history 
and aesthetics particular to wood-fired ceramics and the 
design and construction of his kiln. It will also address 
the value of labor and community work inherent in the 
wood firing process. A selection of ceramics from the 300+ 
pieces fired in inaugural kiln firing will be on view side by
